IN CHICAGO 


Our hostess in Evanston, II1., 
took us on a sight-seeing trip 
of Chicago and in doing so she 
saw much of this great metro- 
polis she had never’ before 
viewed. Incidentally, how many 
of you know what the southland 
tourists see of L.A.? And so our 
friend was thrilled in seeing the 
many unusual, picturesque ane 
historic spots. 


If we believed everything we 
heard here, Cheago is the No. 
1 city in the world in almost 
everything. Michigan Ave. has 
more traffic than any other 
street, the buildings here are the 
biggest, the hospitals and re- 
search laboratories are doing 
the most... etc., the schools 
are unexcelled and the stores 
lead the world in fashions. 


We will concur that the Palm- 
er House coffee shop serves a 
near-record throng. After stand- 
ing in line for a time, we finally 
picked out a couple whom we 
thought would be finished. be- 
fore too long.

LETTERS INTERPRETED 


The return letters, written in 
Greek, were inter preted by Louis 
Coshionis, who for 22 years has 
operated a shoe shine stand at 
242 Second Ave, 


Louie, as he is known to most 
Uplanders, was willing and anx- 
xious to be of assistance, but 
when approached by the Upland 
News for a picture to be run in 
appreciation of his interest he 
declined. 


“I did nothing to have my pic- 
ture in the paper’’, Louie insisted. 
“Just say I will always be glad 
to interpret any letters from my 
native land. That’s all. No pic- 
ture.”’ 


Louie was free with his praise 
for this country to which he came 
alone at the age of 12. He lived 
with an uncle in Chicago until 
the outbreak of World War I when 
he enlisted in the army. He. ad- 
mits to a little age stretching to 
get in but he says he enjoyed 
every minute of his time in the 
cavalry then the field artillery 
where he earned a corporal’s 
rate after being stationed at San 
Francisco then Monterey. His 
outfit was at Camp Kearney 
awaiting orders to go overseas 
when the armistice was signed. 
It was while in the service that 
he studied and was able to take 
out and pass his citizenship pa- 
pers in 1921. 

Following his discharge he says 
he ¢came to Upland, decided this 
was where he wanted to live, 
then made his only.trip back -to 
visit his parents in Athens, 
Greece. On his return he came 
to Upland and later opened his 
business at the place it is now 
gPerated.

Basically, sound is wavelets of 
varying pressure striking the ear. 
They are like ripples created by 
a rock thrown into a still pond. 
An explosion is no more than a 
strong pressure wave pushed by) 
a sudden, strong release of en- | 
ergy. Two examples are dyna-| 
mite blasts and thunderclaps. |

surrounds the nose of the 
as it edges past the speed of 
sound and remains attached tnere 
as long as supersonic speed is} 
maintained.

led. But someday you may be 
very glad to hear them for then 
they may be caused by our in- 
terceptors pursuing invaders. If 
that time ever comes they’ll be 
overhead and we'll be glad ‘to 
have them.

School District as now constituted 
should have the following infor- 
mation concerning the effects the 
proposed boundary change, if ap- 
proved by the County Board of 
Supervisors, will have upon the 
financial and educational prob- 
lems of the Upland School Dis- 
trict. 

1. The assessed valuation of the 
area proposing to join the Upland 
School District (Upland Annex 
No. 4) is approximately $2,400.- 
000.00 — furnishing bonding ca- 
pacity (5 percent of the assessed 
valuation) of $120,000.00. Provid- 
ing complete housing facilities for 
500 children (lowest estimate of 
number of children of elementary 
age living in this area) will cost 
not less than $500,000.00. 

2. In order to solve the housing 
problem the Upland School Dis- 
trict will be required to bond to 
the maximum legal limit for a 
relatively long period of time. It 
will, undoubtedly, be necessary to 
apply to and receive financial 
help from the California State 
School Building agency if this 
problem is to be solved. 

3.-Half-day or shortened ses- 
sions for the school year 1956- 
1957 will prevail for approximate- 
ly 800 children. (150 children at- 
tending Upland schools are now 
on half-day sessions.) 

4. The addition of seventeen 
classrom teachers with adequate 
professional training poses a most 
important problem.

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Students Learn 
To Read Words 
In Seven Ways 


By Opal Hawes 


The day of -reljance upon one 
method of teaching word per- 
ception and recognition is gone. 
Instead, the skillful teacher helps 
children develop several ways of 
identifying or recognizing words, 
The child who is a good reader 
is able to use many of the follow- 
ing methods of attacking new or 
partly known words: 

By configuration or general 
shape. The word ‘grandfather’ 
has a shape different from the 
word ‘‘boy’’, 

By some peculiarity in the 


word, such as the double “o” in 
“‘moon’’, 


By use of a picture clue — 
nratching the word and part of 
the illustration. ; 

By use of a context cl 
using the meaning of a sentence 
or paragraph to make an intel- 
ligent guess at a word. 

By recognition of ‘a familiar 
part in a longer word, where such 
technique applies,’ as ‘mother’ 
ja ‘‘grandmother’’. 

By phonetic analysis — using 
the initial consonant, vo wel 
sounds, or other sound clues to 
discover the whole word. 

i By structural analysis — know- 
ing common prefixes and_ suf- 
fixes, recognizing syllables and 
other parts, especially useful in 
the intermediate and upper 
grades. i 

Since different children learn 
in different ways and have dif- 
ferent abilities, they should have 
a chance to learn all of these 
seven ways of recognizing words 
and to grow in the ability to com- 
bine twe or three or four of the 
most suitable methods of reading 
any one word. 

Now, what about phonics? Pho- 
nics, the study of speech sounds, 
is not a method of teaching read- 
ing but ‘a tool for facilitating 
learning to read. Today phonics 
is back in our classrooms, but 
changed and modified from the 
phonics of our grandfather’s day. 
Scientific research has given us 
certain guiding principles that 
help with the what and the how 
of teaching phonics. Reading 
manuals for teachers include 
systematic and progressive in- 
struction in word recognition to 
give children independent work 
habits.

decidedly by well-directed train- 
ing in phonetic word analysis. A 
flexible program. can be adapted 
to the varied abilities of differ- 
ent groups. Children lacking a 
‘phonetic’? sense’, and those 
from homes where a_ foreign 
language is spoken will require 
more individual help. 

The child’s first step in reading 
is to recognize meaning in pic- 
tures. This is followed by mean- 
ingful association of ideas with 
word symbols through which a 
sight vocabulary is developed. 
Next he learns to look ahead in 
the sentence for a clue to the 
meaning and pronunciation of 
new words. Later he becomes 
aware that words are made up 
of distinct sounds represented by 
certain phonetic elements and 
that familiarity with these ele- 
ments help him recognize words 
which stand for familiar ‘ideas.

The Upland Woman's club has started a program to find 
out from interested citizens what is needed. One of the first 
Sieps necessary in the improvement of a community is to find 
out what is needed; then.decide what to do about the needs. 

Improvements do not just happen. They are achieved. 
Half a dozen suggestions were made at an informal meeting 
the other night.

The question of ‘What is Needed in Upland?” might be 
opened up for everyone in the community. Many people are 
vitally concerned about the Upland area, are aware of the 
many changes occurring and have ideas how the community 
might be improved. The News is eager to hear from persons 
who have suggestions. Mrs. Bruce Claflin is the club's com- 
munity service representative and she will also receive sug- 
gestions. 

While Upland today has many attractions and special 
advantages over other communities, much more can be done 
to improve the city. What has been’ started by the woman's 
club can be a community-wede endeavor; let's find out what is 
needed, then do something about it.
